troops attempt to take the British 
Isles, "it may easily be some weeks 
before the Invader has been totally 
destroyed," Prime Minister Winston 
"Churchill warned Britons today in 
a message accompanying an official 
"beating the invader" leaflet. 


The postoffice will distribute 14,- 


000,000 copies of the leaflet next 
Tuesday to instruct the public what 
to do In case an invasion is at- 
tempted. 


Churchill's message, painting a 


graphic picture of what may be ex- 
pected, said:

"If invasion comes, everyone— 


young, old, men and women—will 
be eager to play their part worthily. 
By far the greater part of the coun- 
try will not be immediately involved. 


"Even along our coasts the greater

"Not only will there be battles

in "blood banks" for emergency use 
in giving transfusions but recently 
it has been shown that it is de- 
sirable to separate the blood cells 
from the fluid constituents of blood 
and use only the latter—that is, the 
plasma—for emergency transfusions 
to patients in shock.

BAER FAILS TO 
ANSWER BELL 


FOR 7TH ROUND 


Makes Good Showing; 


Knocks Champion 


Through Ropes

Washington, May 24 fAP)—Buddy 


Baer, the 17th victim of Joe Louis 
since the Alabama negro became 
heavyweight champion, put up a 
surprisingly good fight before he 
failed to come out for the seventh 
round at Griffith stadium last night. 


Th3 towering Buddy made a stout 


showing. He knocked Louis smack 
through the ropes in the opening 
round, 
bringing 
awed, 
hesitant 


; cheers from the stands and he gen- 
erally comported himself with hon- 
or until the moment when his man- 
ager, Ancil Hoffman took advantage 
of a thin technicality to end the 
fight hi confusion. 


Hoffman 
claimed: 
that 
Louis 


clouted Buddy after the bell rang 
ending the sixth round. He was cor- 
rect in this by the matter of a half 
second, perhaps, but it wasn't im- 
portant. Baer was badly beaten 
and ready to flop, anyway. 


Referee Arthur Donovan didn't 


hesitate or argue. He gave it to 
Louis and in the dressing room later 
he was inclined to be pugnacious 
when questioned about his decision. 


"Itn not sure Louis hit him. after 


the bell," he snapped. "It was fclose, 
but,, anyway, Baer probably would 
not have gone long in the 
next 


round." He was in bad shape and I 
would have been watching to stop 
it." 


The sixth round—the one that 


caused all the argument—saw Baer 
knocked to the canvas twice. First 
the dusky champion" dropped him 
for a count of six with a terrific 
right to the jaw. B'aer staggered up 
to run into 
another—wham—and 


went down again, sprawled all over 
the place. 


Donovan this time just had 


reached the count of nine when 
Buddy weaved himself up off the 
floor. He was helpless, his arms 
hanging limply, and Louis charged 
in for the kill Louis had the final 
punch already started when the bell 
sounded dimly through the uproar. 


The blow caught Baer flush, on 


the jaw and down h* *™nt again. 


Baer's seconds swarmed out and 


carried- him to his comer. At the 
end of 60 seconds the longTtall Cal- 
if ornian had revived and could have 
toddled forth to catch more pun- 
ishment. 


It scarcely was Baer's fault that 


the bout- had to end in such a crazy 
fashion. 
Buddy, taking advantage 


of his enormous height and reach, 
lashed out every time they came 
together. He put a bruise on Louis' 
rhln in toe very first round and 
lanced a little cut under the cham- 
pion's-left eye in the fifth. Louis 
had to put everything he had be- 
hind his punches to .cut Buddy 
down in the sixth. 


The first round, in fact, belonged | 


to the angular Baer by a wide mar- 
gin, and the 4th and 51h could have 
been given lo him. too. The open- 
ing chapter was aJmost ended when 
he caught Louis flush with a thun- 
dering Je't and catapaolted 
him 


through the ropes The negro bob- 
bed right up at the count of four. 
his fare filled with wonderment. He 
climbed back through the ropes and 
started ft> work on Buddy, and 
thereafter there never was much 
doubt of the eventual result

With the swelling of the conflict 


in the near East, French mandated 
Syria has become a point of vast 
importance to both sides hi the con- 
quest. The first belligerent to oc- 
cupy Syria with military forces will 
have secured a key position. 


Recognition of this is seen in the 


reported advance of Free French 
forces into Syria from Palestine. It 
is seen, too, in Britain's warning to 
Vichy that French collaboration with 
Germany will force the Allies to 
strike back—a warning which is 
directed-at least in part to the fact 
that Nazi warplanes are using 
Syrian airdromes in transit to Iraq 
to support the revolt there against 
the British. 


It wouldn't be surprising to see 


Syria become one of the big battle 
grounds of the near eastern battle 
because of its strategic position. For 
the Germans its possession would be 
invaluable not only for operations 
against Egypt and the Suez Canal, 
but_as a weapon with, which to force 
Turkey to grant passage of German 
troops through her territory. 


For the British, Syria would form 


a barrier against advance to the 
canal through Palestine, which is in 
many respects (he most logic 
route. British control there also 
would relieve the German pressure 
against Turkey—a matter of the ut- 
most concern to the Allies at this 
moment. 


Should the Germans gain posses- 


sion of Crete they presumably would 
make an early assault on Britain's 
great naval base of Cyprus off the 
Syrian coast. However, it would be 
logical for them first to try to 
establish themselves in Syria. 


Possession of Crete would put 


them in » much better position for 
this operation. It- not only would 
provide a cenvenient base for air 
operations but would destroy the 
powerful vise which the British had 
established on the Mediterranean 
sealane between Crete and the port 
of Tobruk on the comparatively 
near&y toast of Libya. 


British Premier Churchill has said 


that the Ames win fight for Crete 
and Tobruk to the death. The reason 
lies in the fact that they flank the 
only sea lane leading to Che «x- 
treme eastern tip <jf the Mediterran- 
ean, wherein lies the naval base of 
Alexandria, the entrance to the 
Suez Canal, the British base on the 
Isle of Cyprus, and that important 
coast of Syria. 


Loss of Crete by the Allies would 


mean that it would be much easier 
for the Iteban navy to slip in and 
aid in any Nazi Aerial attack on 
Cyprus.

Senator Gillette Asks 


for Congressional 


Investigation

Washington, May 24—Declaring 


he had received reports that Amer- 
ican companies had supplied war 
materials to the Axis i»wers "in 
scores and scores" of instances, Sen- 
ator Gillette (D.-Iowa) said today 
he would press for establishment of 
a joint congressional committee to 
investigate. 


"It is a strange thing," Gillette 


said, "that we are spending such 
vast sums to aid one side in the 
war and that we still allow vital war 
materials to go to the Axis countkes 
The people are entitled to know the 
facts about the situation." 


Gas and Oil 


The Iowa senator, continuing an 


interview, asserted that "the most 
flagrant reported abuses have been 
in the petroleum industry" and 
added: 


"Motor-fuel supplied, by United 


States companies has been leaving 
Latin American ports for Germany 
and Italy. 


"The Dutch East Indies" recently 


have Increased their allocation of 
petroleum to Japan and this is being 
refined and transported by British 
and American companies. 
West 


coast shipments of petroleum to 
Japan have increased tremendously 
since the first of the year, and the 
Japanese now-are running virtually 
a ferry service to get it across " 


In some instances, Gillette de- 


clared, Americans companies have 
worked through foreign subsidiaries 
to send materials to the Axis coun- 
tries or have acted as American 
agents for German companies. 


"We now are paying royalties to 


Germany on every inch of the 
special glass used hi the manufac- 
ture of our warptenes," he added. 
"We also are paying royalties to 
Germany on a jsobstance used to 
making airplane wings." 


Gillette already has introduced a 


resolution to create a joint in- 
vestigating committee composed of 
five senators and five representa- 
tives.

Hinds Says $7,006,000 


of Federal Funds 


Would Cease

Harrlsburg, May 24—Lewis G. 


Hines, state Secretary of Labor and 
Industry, said today defeat of the 
Tallman Civil Service bill hi the 
senate may cost the Pennsylvania 
Unemployment Compensation di- 
vision $7,000,000 hi federal partici- 
pating funds. 


The bill contained a provision di- 


vorcing civil service from the com- 
pensation board of review by setting 
up a special commission, a recom- 
mendation of the Social Security 
board. 


"The board told me today If sub- •

Hines de- 
clared. 


"We have 4,000 employes in the 


division now and it means $7,000,000 
a year." 


Suggests Substitute Bill 


Hines said he had taken up the 


matter with Attorney General 
Claude T. Reno with a. view of 
drawing a substitute for submission 
to the senate, applying only to the 
department of Labor and Industry. 


At the same time, the defeat of 


the Tallman measure, which would 
have extended civil service to five 
additional departments, may cost 
the state another $1,200,000 for the 
Department of Health.

John J. Shaw told a Republican 
senate caucus he stood to lose this 
much from the federal government 
unless the merit rating provisions 
were adopted. 


When tiie civil service bill was 


called up in the senate, it met some 
opposition in the majority GOP 
ranks. The vote was 25-21, one 
short of the necessary majority. 
Floor Leader James A Geltz (R-

votes to negative later to be eligible 
under parliamentary law to bring 
the matter up again.

British Premier Churchill has said 
that the Allies will fight for Crete 
and Tobruk to the death. The reason 
lies in the fact that they flank the 
only sea lane leading to the ex­ 
treme eastern tip qf the Mediterran­ 
ean, wherein lies the naval base of 
Alexandria, the entrance to the 
Suez Canal, the British base on the 
Isle of Cyprus, and that important 
coast of Syria. 
Loss of Crete by the Allies would 
mean that it would be much easier 
for the Italian navy to slip in and 
aid in any Nazi Aerial attack on 
Cyprus.

GERMAN SUBS

Berlin Says Nine Ships 
Including 3 Tankers 


Were Sunk 


{By the Associated Press] 


Berlin, May 24—German subma- 


rines were repotted today to have 
attacked a British convoy in waters 
near Greenland. 


Informed sources said the Green- 


land attack was the one reported in 
the high command's communique 
yesterday which said nine merchant 
ships totaling 70,000 tons and in- 
cluding three large tankers were 
sunk as they headed for England.

GERMAN SUBS

Berlin. May 24—German subma- 


rines were reported today to have 
attacked a British convoy in waters 
near Greenland.
